Tax hike feared if interest distributed

The question of whether taxing 
bodies were damaged by Madison 
County’s use of interest earned on 

roperty taxes prompted some 

ively debate Thursday night. 

County Board Member Bill Haine 
described it as ‘‘artificial damage.” 
Others contended the county has

The main topic of discussion was a 
court case that might force Madison 
‘County and all other counties in the 
state to refund interest they earned 
and kept on investing property taxes 
before they were distributed. 

It has been estimated that 
Madison County might owe the 
taxing districts $4 million, depen- 
ding on how the Illinois Supreme 
Court rules on a case from DuPage 
County. * 


Haine, describing himself as ‘‘the 
skunk of the garden party,” said he 
was attending the meeting as a 
private citizen, not as. an official 
representative of the county board. 

“WHAT WORRIES me about this 
case is it is seen without clarity by 
the voters,” said Haine, a Democrat 
from Alton. 

What is at stake is the rapid distri- 
bution of tax money by the county 
treasurer, Haine said. “With that, I 
have never had a quarrel,” he said. 

A 1976 court decision stopped 
counties from charging a fee to 
taxing bodies for the collection of 
taxes, Haine said. However, 
treasurers throughout the state 
interpreted the decision to mean 
that while they couldn’t charge a 
fee, they could use interest earned 
hag the money was invested, he 
said. 

HAINE SAID it has. been a tra- 
dition for counties to use the in. 
terest. 

The case before the Supreme 


Court means counties throughout 
the state might have to refund in- 
terest on taxes collected since 1976. 
“That looks like you'll receive a 
bonus,"’ Haine said. ‘What worries 
me is each and every property 
owner in Madison County will be hit 
with a tax increase.”” 

‘The cost to each taxpayer could be 
$50 to $100, Haine said. 

THE COST of calculating how 
much is owed each taxing 
could be monumental, he said. ‘The 
loss is not a real loss. It’s a loss of 


opportunity to use (money) and that! 


to me is unjust.” 

That statement is what seemed to 
particularly irk Collinsville Unit 10 
Director of Business Affairs Jerry 
Vandersand, ‘‘The money the county 
was able to use, that money was 
Supposed to go to support our en- 
tity,” he said. 

“The county used our money 
rather than raise taxes,” Vander- 
sand said. 

Haine said he didn’t disagree. And 


he said he would favor a law that 
would throw a treasurer out of office 
if he or she did not distribute taxes 
quickly. “But we're dealing with a 
tax inerease...The taxpayers will 
pay for politicians’ mistakes, and 
that is unjust,’’ Haine said. 

DON RIKLI, who helped run 
‘Thursday's meeting, said those in 
attendance appear to agree that 
they don’t want the taxpayers hurt 
and that, from this time forward, the 
county should distribute the interest 
it earns on tax money. 

Rickli is an attorney for Helvetia 
Township and other townships in 
eastern Madison County. 

Also chairing the meeting were 
Tom Buckheim,. supervisor of 
Helvetia' Township, and Norman 
Hall, tax collector of Nameoki

Emergency plan 
on June agenda 


A.new fiscal emergency policy for 
the Southern Illinois University 
system was considered here 
Thursday by the SIU Board of 
Trustees. It may replace the one- 
year fiscal emergency policy 
provisions approved in June 1988 
dealing with mandatory leaves of 
absence without pay for contractual 
employees and involuntary pay 
reductions for all employees. 

The policy, which could be acted 
upon by the board in June, would 
affirm the authority of the board to 
declare a fiscal emergency and take 
actions to cope with the situation. 

The proposed policy recognizes 
that a fiscal emergency may vary in 
degree, ranging from a temporary 
financial crisis to a long-term loss of 
resources. The terms are described, 
in the proposal as follows: 

“A short-term fiscal emergency is 
the condition of financial necessity, 
which results when a decline in 
financial suppprt is such as to 
require a reduction within the fiscal 
year in the personal services budget 
exceeding that which may be ac- 
complished by attrition or non- 
renewal of term positions of other 
such measures after all workable 
reductions in support and 
operational costs have been 
made. A long-term fiscal 


emergency is the condition of 
financial exigency, which results 
when an imminent financial crisis 
will require long-term program- 
matic reductions and termination of 
tenured faculty.” 

‘The proposed policy continues 
with procedural guidelines for the 
declaration of a fiscal emergency 
and the authorization of actions to 
deal with the problem, as well as 
appeal procedures for employees 
who may be affected. 

In September, Chancellor Kenneth 
Shaw established the Fiscal 
Emergency Policies Committee to 
conduct a teview of the one-year 
provisions. The committee was 
comprised of four persons from each 
campus, and Vice-Chancellor James 
Brown was named chairman of the 


group. 

In February, the committee 
forwarded to the chancellor and the 
SIUE and SIUC presidents a draft 
policy which then was provided by 
the presidents to constituency 
groups for review. Comments from 
the various groups and the 
presidents were considered in 
development of the final proposal 
submitted to the trustees. 

Board officers said they will 
welcome and consider additional 
suggestions and comments.

Sentencing delayed 
in Brimberry trial

The sentencing of Granite Cityan 
Thomas R. Brimberry was post- 
poned until June 1 by U. S. District 
Court Judge Clyde Cahili on Friday. . 

Convicted in April of five counts of 
perjury before the grand jury and 
two counts of attempting to conceal 
assets from the Stix and Co. trustee, 
Brimberry faces up to 35 years 
imprisonment. He currently is 
serving a 10-year sentence for ob- 
struction of justice as the result of a 
previous conviction last June. 

BRIMBERRY has been in- 
carcerated since December, 1962, 
when he was arrested on charges of 
impeding the investigation into the 
embezzlement of $16 million from ~ 


Stix and Co. brokerage firm of St; 
Louis. The massive fraud, ad- 
mittedly masterminded by Brim: 
berry, bankrupted the firm. 

Attorneys for Brimberry have 
indicated that they will appeal the 
decisions of both trials. In the 
meantime, federal at! have 
said that it-is ‘‘very wi "’ that 
Brimberry and his wife, the former 
Janice Miller of Granite City, will be 
prosecuted . 

Others convicted of participa’ 
in the fraud include James Mino 
Collinsville attorney; Duane Skin- 
ner, a Pontoon Beach accountant 
and village trustee; Arthur Miller 
Jr. of Granite City, Brimberry’ 
brother-in-law, and Jerry Maeras, a 
Madison businessman.

The American Association of 
Suicidology designated last week as 
Suicide Prevention Week, to help 
alert the public to the problem of 
suicide and to generate cooperation 
in suicide prevention. 

“Suicide is a preventable tragedy 
and should be treated like other 
hazards,” says Dr. Joe Thigpen,

“We know the dangers of cancer, 
heart disease, accidents and other 
causes of death and take steps to 
prevent them, but very few people 
are capable of recdnizing the signals 
that may reveal when a friend or 
neighbor is considering suicide, so 
they're unable to help prevent it,"" he 
said 

He explained that the typical signs 
that often precede a suicide attempt 
include depression, sudden or unex- 
plained changes in behavior and ef- 
forts to get one’s affairs in order, in- 
cluding reviewing wills and giving 
away personal possessions. 

Dr. Thispen warned against the 
common belief that someone who 
talks about suicide really won't do it 

Actually, many people who talk 
about suicide really make the at- 
tempt. Such statements are ominous 
indications and should be taken 
seriously. Never make mistake of 
thinking that someone you know 
isn’t ‘the type’ to take his life 
Anybody can be a suicide victim. 
They're young, old, male, female, 
black and white, rich or poor,’’ he 
says 

Many communities around the 
country have established and are 
funding suicide prevention centers. 
Those that don’t have a seperate 


agency generally incorporate the 


suicide prevention function into a 
crisis intervention center, a mental 
health clinic, or a church support 
group. 

In Granite City, suicide prevention 
activities are coordinated by Mental 
Health Services of Southern 
Madison County or Crisis Services of 
Madison County. Both can be reach- 
ed by calling 877-4420

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Breakthrough on 
trash-to-energy 
involving steam 


After years of planning and 
development, this metropolitan area 
has reached a milestone — Missouri 
Public Service Commission ap- 
proval of transfer of steam heating 
from the Union Electric Co. to the 
Bi-State Development Agency and 
Thermal Resources of St. Louis, Inc. 

The steam system is the primary 
energy market for trash-to-energy 
projects. The new approach will help 
control steam prices for the more 
than 250 current users and solve a 
long standing waste disposal pro- 
blem, officials said this week. 

In August 1983, Bi-State, Thermal 
Resources and Union Electric ap- 
proved contracts calling for pur- 
chase from UE of more than 22 miles 
of piping and related equipment 
under downtown St. Louis streets, 
known as the Steam Loop, by. Bi- 
State and purchase df UE’s Ashley 
steam plant by Thermal. 

Execution of the contracts depend- 
ed on a favorable ruling by the PSC. 
Many of the users, such as Civic 
Center Redevelopment, the Federal 
Reserve Bank and Downtown St. 
Louis, Inc., had gone on record 
stating their support for the 
transfer. 

hie Louis’ interest in the project is 
multi-faceted. The city has long 
been seeking a solution to solid 
waste disposal because of its out- 
dated incinerators. It needs 
economic and environmentally 
sound ways to dispose of its waste. 
Coupled with that need is an EPA 
mandate to make costly im- 
provements or discontinue use of in- 
cinerators because the city is no 
longer meeting clean air standards. 

It is considered an important 
economic development tool to be 
able to offer processed steam to 
businesses planning to locate or 
build downtown. Recent uncertainty 
over the steam system’s future has 
been a deterrent to this develop- 
ment, Steam sales averaged 2.5 
billion pounds per year, in the 1970s, 
but have dropped to 0.9 billion 
pounds a year. 

In Youngstown, Ohio, where Ther- 
mal operats a similar project, it has 
more than tripled steam sales and 
controlled the escalation of steam 
priges. Thermal also has taken over 
the Baltimore steam system which, 
like St. Louis, is to be part of a trash- 
to-energy program, with start-up ex- 
pected there in the fall. 

New district heating systems are 
also being built in such cities as 
Trenton, Minneapolis and St. Paul 
and in cities throughout Europe. 

Thermal’ Resources Project 
Engineer Tab Schmidt, says, ‘‘Cen- 
tral heating systems are inherently 
the best and least expensive way to 
heat, and in many cases air- 
condition, buildings. 

“They are not a thing of the past 
but rather are vanguard projects of 
the future as energy costs soar." 

Independent engineers have 
classified the St. Louis system as the 
best constructed and maintained 
system in the nation, Schmidt said. 

The city itself is the system’s 
largest steam user. Without the 
trash-to-energy project, jt would be 
forced to spend $5 million to install a 
new boiler plant to serve city 
buildings or face continuously rising 
fuel prices. 

Contracts offered to steam 
customers call for future steam 
prices to.be held to half the inflation 
rate for the next 20 years. 

Thermal Resources, which along 
with Bi-State is purchasing the 
steam system from Union Electric 
for $3 million, plans to invest $38 
million to modernize it and convert 
it partially back to coal burning. 
This modernization program will 
take about two years. 

‘The conversion to coal is called the 
key to immediately control steam 
prices. Schmidt says new pollution 
control equipment to be installed by 
Thermal will make use of low- 
sulphur fuel and, reduce emissions 
even below current levels at the 
Ashley Plant. At present, heavy oil 
is utilized at Ashley. 

With the PSC approval, Thrmal, 
Bi-State and the City of St. Louis will 
implement a second phase to con- 
struct a $60 million trash burning 
plant near Ashley. Thermal will 
build the plant as a private venture, 
and the new facility will replace the. 
city’s two 30-year old incinerators. 

After the J.S. Alberici Construc- 
tion Co. has completed the plant, 
energy will be fed to the steam 
system and the excess steam will be 
turned into electricity and sold to 
Union Electric.

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Ways to collect after a judgment 


There are two aspects to any civil case where the 
plaintiff is seeking money damages. First, the 
plaintiff must win the case by establishing liability 
on the part of the defendant and thereby obtain a 
judgment against the defendant. Secondly, the 
plaintiff will have to collect on this judgment if the 
defendant does not voluntarily pay the damages 
assessed against him. If the defendant is a transient 
who never stays in one place for any period of time 
or if the defendant has no assets of any kind, 
collecting on the judgment may prove to.be a 
difficult task. 

‘There are several ways of collecting on a 
judgment. One of the most commion methods 
involves a garnishment against the defendant's 
wages. If the defendant is employed, Hlinois law, in 
most instances, requires the employer to withhold 
15 percent of the employee’s wages. This 
garnishment is instituted by the creditor with the 
sheriff serving the employer with a Wage Deduction 
Summons and Affidavit for Wage Deduction Order. 
Normally, the original garnishment runs for 60 
days, at which time the creditor must institute 
another proceeding. 

Another method of collecting on a judgment 
involves the creditor filing a memorandum of 
judgment in the county where the debtor owns real 
estate. This gives the creditor a lien upon the 
debtor’s real estate. The real estate then cannot be 
sold until. the judgment is satisfied. Furthermore, 
the creditor can foreclose on the real estate once a

lien is obtained. It is generally recommended that 
one record a memorandum of ent even if the 
debtor does not ‘own real estate at the time of 
recording since the debtor may acquire real estate 
at some future time and then the lien will attach. 

A third method used by creditors for collecting 
monies owed is the non-wage garnishment. This 
provides a method for reaching ty of the 
debtor other than wages, such as bank accounts, 
which are being held by third parties for the benefit 
of the debtor. 

Finally, if the creditor is unaware as to what 
assets are held by the debtor, the creditor can file a 
Citation to Discover Assets. This requires the 
defendant to appear in court and answer under oath 
all questions pertaining to his assets. The court, 
pursuant to a Citation to Discover Assets, can order 
a debtor to make arrangements to pay off the 
judgment on a monthly basis.

and moving toward ‘‘preventative 
programs, rehabilitation, out- 
patient treatment and innovative 
systems that provide high-quality, 
cost-effective services.’’ She noted, 
“We can see clear evidence of this 
shift here at St, Elizabeth's. For 
example, five years ago, out-patient 
surgery amounted to only five 
percent of our annual business. 
‘Today it accounts for 35 percent.

A young playful puppy reportedly 
ill-treated by a Granite City man, 


who was charged by police with - 


cruelty to animals, is looking for a 
new home. 

The tri-colored female pup, ap- 
pearing to be between eight and 10 
weeks old, is being cared for tem- 
porarily by Granite City Patrolman 
Mike Murgic, one of four officers 
who responded to a disturbance call 
last week at the Kirkpatrick Homes. 

Mike has pets of his own, but has 
taken interim charge of the pup until 
a new owner can be located. 

The puppy is fully recovered from 
the ordeal that left her lying limp on 
the ground with a concussion. 

Dr. Tim Holt of the Bellmore 
Animal Clinic came to his hospital 
after 9 o'clock the same night and 
aided the pup. The veterinarian then 
kept ‘‘Misty’’ under observation for 
two days and gave her vaccination 
shots, Officer Murgic reported. 

“Dr. Holt donated his services and 
we are very grateful,” the officer 
said. An anonymous donor has of- 
fered to pay for a second set of shots 
which will be required shortly, he 
added. 

The puppy has part of her right 
front paw missing which may be 
from a birth deformity, but this ap- 
pears to hinder her very little as she 
Plays. Otherwise, she shows no sign 
of the recent abuse, it was noted. 

The officers got involved in the 
situation last week when a distur- 
bance call came from neighbors of a 
Kirkpatrick Homes resident. 

When police arrived they found 
the unconscious puppy on the ground 
and learned the man allegedly had 
struck the pup in the head with his 
fist and then thrown the tiny animal 
outside through an open door. 

The individual was charged with 
cruelty to ahimals and disorderly 
conduct.

Nearly eight months of freedom 
ended Thursdsay for fugitive 
Marvin Dale Berry, 55, who was 
captured after police surrounded the 
Congress Airport Inn, 3433 N. Lind- 
bergh Blvd., Bridgeton, St. Louis 
County. 

Convicted in 1946 of staging an_ 
armed holdup in New York, in the 
early 1950s of robbing taxi drivers in 
St. Louis, in 1958 of robbing a 
Granite City tavern and in 1981 of 
robbing a Columbia, Ill., bank, 
Berry has spent much of his life in 
prison. 

HE ESCAPED Sept. 28 from 
two federal corrections officers 
after attending his mother’s funeral 
in St. Louis, and had been at the 
Congress Inn for a week before 
authorities received a ‘tip that he 
was there. 

Bridgeton police called the rooms 
of other guests and had them leave.

Nesbit to give something back to running 


Finishes 167th In Last Month's Boston Marathon

lam Nesbit sat comfortably 
in the living room of his 
parents’ home on Warren Street 
during an interview, sneaking 
glimpses of the televised Cardinal- 
Pirates baseball game. 

Clad in nylon running shorts and a 
‘T-shirt that he received for running 
in a 10 kilometer race, he began 
discussing the granddaddy race of 
them all — the Boston Marathon. 

“It’s unbelieveable. It’s not just a 
marathon, it’s an event. It’s the 
biggest event that I’ve ever par- 
ticipated in." 

Explaining, Nesbit estimated that 
there were 20,000 spectators at the 
starting line in addition to the 9,000 
marathon participants. 

“There were people at least two 
and three deep all 26 miles. incl as 

ou approach the finish line — 
last half mile — there must've heen 
100,000 spectators. There's nothing 
in the world like it.” 

At 26, Nesbit finished 167th in the 
annual. 26.2-mile run from 
Hopkinton, Mass., to downtown 
Boston on A; 6th, 

‘To some, finishing 167th may not 
sound too dramatic, but consider 
this: Of the those who participated 
in the Boston Marathon, Nesbit 
finished in the first one percent. Or 
said in another way, 99 percent of 
those who entered finished behind 
him. 


[By virtue of his 2:35:50 
qualifying time in the St. 
Louis Marathon last’ December, 
Nesbit was seeded 708th in Boston. 
And despite a. nippy, 38-degree 
temperature and an aggravating, 
drizzling rain, which slowed the 
pace of many of the participants, he 

completed the Boston Marathon 
more than six minutes faster than 
his qualifying time, 2:29:06. 

“T felt like I was really ready for 
it,” explained Nesbit of his strong 
finish in the nation’s oldest, most 
prestigious marathon. “‘Everyting 
was going right. My times were good 
and I felt like I was in the best shape 
ever,” he said. 

In February, two months prior to 
Boston, he won a 30 kilometer (18.4 
miles) race in St. Louis sponsored by 
the St. Louis Track Club. And in 
March he ran a half marathon (13.1 
miles) in Springfield, just three 
weeks before the Boston Marathon. 

‘Nesbit ultimately began preparing 
for the Boston Marathon more than 


12 years ago when he ran track at 
Coolidge Junior High and later track 
and cross country at Granite City 
High School South. 

“When I went out for track I 
thought I was a sprinter, but coach 
(Keith) Parker figured me other- 
wise. He told me if I was going to 
letter I would run the mile," Nesbit 
said. ‘‘At the time, I think, he knew 
me better than I knew myself.” 


VV suggestions from Parker, 
his junior high coach, and 

prodding from both Warrior 
cross country and track coaches 
Dick Harmon and Dan Miller, Nesbit 
eventually found himself at home 
running distances. 

In his early running days Nesbit 
said he wasn’t very good. ‘I wasn’t a 
quitter, though. I'was happy just to 
get out there and compete," he said. 
“I figured I was going to get beat 
and I did. I felt lucky just having the 
opportunity to be on the track." 

Realizing endurance is a necessity 
of a good distance runner, he worked 
on improving his endurance in the 
winter, between cross country and 
track seasons. 

“I went out for wrestling my 
junior year primarily for the condit- 
ioning, with the idea of improving 
my endurance,” Nesbit said. “‘One 
year under (Warrior wrestling 
Coach Bill Schmitt) Schmitty will 
last a lifetime. It'll do wonders for 
your endurance,” he said Schmitt's. 
Grillings. 

After graduating from high school 
in 1975, he attended Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville where 
he ran both cross country and track 
for the Cougars. 

“In cross country, I was the third 
runner my freshman year, behind 
Dewayne Terry and Mike Sawyer,” 
Nesbit said. ‘I was a middle-of-the- 
pack runner.” 

It didn’t’ take long, however, for 
Nesbit to become one of SIUE’s best. 
What he called ‘a late-bloomer,” 
Nesbit was the Cougars’ top runner 
by his junior year running a 4:18 
mile and later that year, in 1979, he 
was named the Cougars’ most 
valuable runner.

Attending SIUE for 4% years, Nesbit 
didn’t think he was eligible his 
senior — in 1980 — because he had 
run two races as a freshman in 1975.

something back to running. But, a 
relative newcomer to the district's 
payroll, he later lost his job as the 
district announced numerous 
teacher cutbacks and school 
closings. 

He has since landed a teaching job 
at St. Elizabeth School, the 
elementary Catholic school here in 
Granite City. 

Just about that time, Nesbit 
suffered a knee injury which 
restricted his running. Away from 
running for about six months, Nesbit 
came to what he called a crossroads 
in his running career. 

“It would have been easy at that 
time to cut back on my running, but 
when I had the knee injury I wasn’t 
happy not running. I missed it,” 
Nesbit said. 

“With the help of friends, I raced 
myself back into shape,” Nesbit 
said. With the aid of his friends 
Nesbit was racking up as many as 
126 miles a week last summer, 
running both in the morning and at 
night. 

And, last winter during the ex- 
tremely cold winter, Nesbit and his 
running friends, ran eight miles 
during a -67 degrees wind chill 
factor. 

“We didn’t run then because we 
wanted to run in the cold. It was 
more our dedication to our goal. 
Nothing was going stop us, not even 
extreme temperatures.” 

Nesbit’s near goal was the Boston 
Marathon. “It’s something that 


words alone can't explain,” he said 
“You have to experience it.” But his 
long range goals are to break into 
monéy marathon racing, a lucrative 
profession for those who are the 
best 


[ea rzericncing the Boston Mar- 
athon was something Nesbit 


did in a big way. With the tem- 
perature hovering around 38 degrees 
and the danger of hypothermia 
lurking in the back of all the run- 
ners’ minds, Nesbit suffered severe 
leg cramps near the 21-mile mark. 
He battled off the cramps for more 
than a mile until they became un- 
bearable at 22% miles. 

“I stopped, I had to to stretch 
them (his legs) out,"’ Nesbit said. ‘I 
couldn't believe it when I did. The 
spectators, they were all cheering 
for me, telling me to go on and not 
stop there. It was unbelieveable.” 

“From somewhere, I don't know 
where, I got strength to continue. I 
guess it must've been adrenalin. 
They really don’t like to see anyone 
to stop.” 

Nesbit said the next three miles 
were uncomfortable, but the last 
mile — where the masses were — he 
didn’t really feel any pain. The 
excitement, he said, of finishing was 
greater than any pain. 

“By then my body temperature 
must've been down to 93 or 94 
degrees. What kept me going was 
thinking of that hot shower, knowing 
I would be able to warm my body 
and relax under the shower really 
helped me to finish." 


y then, Nesbit was excited. 

Still sitting on the coach, 

it was like he was reliving the race 

all over again just by talking about 
it. 

“T've really got a lot to be thankful 
for,"’ Nesbit said. “‘My triumphs are 
as much my mom's for all those 
rewarmed suppers she prepared for 
me after I returned from running. 
And they guys I run with, they really 
helped me a lot. ‘Training is a lot 
easier ‘when you've got dedicated 
people like them to work with,” he 
said. 

Nesbit’s running mates, three in 
all, and all from Granite City, also 
ran in the Boston Marathon. Ken 
Feigenbutz, 36, placed 988 with a 
time of 2:45:30 while Eric Gyaki and 
Harold Dix placed furhter back. 

Gyaki, also 36, finished 2,144th 
with a time of 2:58:53 and Dix, 48, 
finished 3,018th with a time of 
3:10:15. 

“These guys and the people at St. 
Elizabeth’s (Elementary Catholic

GRANITE CITY, — What started 
as a bad Saturday afternoon for the 
Granite City High School varsity 
baseball team could've gotten a lot 
worse, but didn’t.

Parker went on to praise starting 
pitcher junior Allen Zentgraf and 
reliever Tim Gray. It was Gray who 
came in to pitch the final one and 
two-third innings to pick up the save. 

PARKER, who was also 
Stegemeier’s assistant at Granite 
City North, played the percentages 
to perfection in the seventh inning. 
Using high-average, pinch-hitters 
the Warriors scored four runs on 
four hits to secure the come-from- 
behind victory. 

‘Basically, I just went with the 
high percentage hitters. We know 
who the high percentage hitters are.

He lived with them for three 
months; working for room and 
board. Then he found another place 
where he received $18 per month in 
addition to room and board. In 2- 
years he saved $100, which he loaned 
to a friend who never repaid it. He 
wrote in his autobiography, ‘‘Such 
was the beginning of my life in 
America, but this did not discourage 
me, for who trusts in God’s unchang- 
ing love builds on a rock that naught 
can move.” 

Things then began to look up. 
After seven years he had saved 
enough to begin farming for himself 
on Chouteau Island. He owned two 
horses and a wagon. He sent money 
to Dorothea Schillinger, in Ger- 
many, to enable her to come and 
marry him with the understanding 
that the fare would be repaid if she 
came but didn’t marry him. 

Dorothea, who was 14 years old 
when she left Germany, arrived and 
married him in St. Louis six days 
before her fifteenth birthday in June 
of 1983. The newlyweds returned to 
Chouteau Island where they spent 
the remainder of their lives 

As they accumulated savings, 
other members of the family came 
to America. Gottlieb’s mother, 
Katharine Elizabeth Buhler and his 
two sisters, Christina and Katharine 
came to America in 1874. His

Dorothea and Gottlieb’s first 
child, Gottlieb, was born in 1877 and 
John was born in 1880. In 1880, Got- 
tlieb’s mother, age 55, Dorothea’s 
sister, Annie age 20, brother,; John 
17, and a hired hand were living with 
them. « 

More children followed: Louisa in 
1881, Annie in 1883, Lois in 1884, Min- 
nie in 1890, Emil in 1891, Otto in 1894, 
Henry in 1896, and George in 1897. 
When George was nine months old 
their mother died. Gottlieb wrote 
that his wife’s death was a terrible 
blow “the Lord helped me in a 
wonderful and glorious way, enabl- 
ing us to carry on.” 

The Willaredt home was located 
just south of the warter works. None 
of the buildings survive, they were 
washed away by floods. He lived 
with his son, Otto, and his family un- 
til his death in 1938. Sons George and 
Emil also lived on Chouteau Island 

As anyone from this area knows, 
when you live next door to the 
Mississippi floods it becomes part of 
your lifestyle. At flood time the 
family moved to higher ground and 
the animals were moved to the 
hayloft. 

Tn 1888 another Willaredt, Gottlieb 
C., known as G.C. stopped on 
Chouteau Islands on his trip from 
Germany. He was 16 years old. He 
stayed four years then moved to 
Emery, S.D., where he worked as a 
farm hand then Opened a butcher 
shop. He married Essie Bonk, in 
1897. Six children were born to this 
family: Chris, Fanny, Gotttlieb, 
Elizabeth, Henry and Raymond 

Two of the Chouteau Island Got- 
tlieb’s sons, Emil and Otto, visited 
the family in Emery and two 
romances bloomed. G.C.’s daughter, 
Fanny married Emil and Elizabeth 
married Otto. 

Gottlieb and Essie remained in 
South Dakota until 1920. They then 
moved back to Granite City where 
he worked) at Granite City Steel for 
37 years. His wife, Essie died in 1944 
In later years G.C. lived with his son 
Raymond and then with his 


; daughter, Fanny, until his death on 


Oct. 13, 1960 at the age of 90. One 
grandson still lives in South Dakota 
where he still farms and raises cat- 
tle. 

In 1888 Gottlieb and Dorothea had 
seven children of their own and 
Dorothea’s mother also lived with 
them. Another family of Willaredt’s 
tame from Germany to live with 
them. It was shortly after the death 
of their parents that Car!

MATH WORKSHOP: ‘ 

Russell Chappell, Granite City 
High School mathematics depart- 
ment head, comments that too often 
he has heard such statements as— 

“I wish I'd started algebra but I 
thought it’d be too hard.”” 

“General math is too easy; I want 
algebra.”’ 

“I can't do algebra. My parents 


can’t help me. I need more 
background.‘** 

“T was bored in math; that’s why I 
got into trouble. I had all this stuff 
before.” 

‘As Chappell sees it, students need 
to begin their ninth grade course 
work at levels commensurate with 
their abilities. 

To assist a student in verifying 
where he or she belongs, and to rein- 
force his or her choice of courses in 
the math curriculum—high school 
math or algebra I—Chappell sug- 
gests that a student enroll in the 
summer workshop 

It will be offered for four weeks, 
five hours per week, starting June 5. 
Plans call for it to be offered in a 
time slot enabling a student to take 
another summer course if desired. 

There will be no credit for the 
math workshop, which will cost $12. 

Purpose is to assure students 
where they should start their ninth 
grade mathematics. Each will be in- 
structed and then tested using the 
Orleans-Hanna Algebra Prognosis
